AIRSHIPS TO USE TORPEDOES 


T. R. Macmechen, President 
of Aero 
nautical 
Society 
of 
America, 
Add 
That England Is Aware and Is Bet- 
ter Equipped to Put Up Efficient 
Re- 
sistance Against Invaders. 
"I believe there will be another Zep- 
pelin attack 
on London 'within sixty 
days. 
When the raid does come it will 
be bigger than anything that has gone 
before and will be repeated night after 
night 
The 
Germans 
will 
probably 
send at least ten Zeppelins. 
They are 
now gathering a fleet so large that they 
can afford to risk the loss of four or 
five in a raid. 
"It was because they had no airships 
to spare that they stopped these visita 
tions this falL 
Now they are nearly 
ready again to strike repeated blows 
to cross the channel in force, as they 
must do to create the amount of terror 
that they desire. 
"But England is awake. 
She knows 
the game now. 
She has learned that 
airship must be fought 
with airship. 
.She i3 preparing in the light of what 
the war has taught her to meet the 
menace In the right way. 
She is bulld-In- g 
rigid dirigibles. 
When the raiders 
come she will not be helpless. 
The foregoing predictions were made 
by Thomas. R. Maeniecben. aeronaut 
ical engineer and president of the Aero- 
nautical 
Society of.Amerlea. 
He re 
cently returned from England, where a 
small dirigible 
which he in part 
de- 
signed and which 
Is described 
as a 
"torpedo boat destroyer of the air" is 
being completed by a syndicate under 


-- official British eyes. 
Predicted Former Raid. 
Mr. Macmechen predicted last spring 
that the ships of Count Zeppelin would 
stun London and that the aeroplanes 
and high angle 
guns of the British 
would prove futile against them. Other 
experts at the time disagreed with him. 
But on May 31 bombs were dropped on 
the capital, and then, as in subsequent 
raids, the marauders got safely away. 
Mr. Macmechen now says: 
"At the beginning of the war the al 
'Uea thought that aeroplanes and anti 
air craft gone would be sufficient. 
But 
what the Zeppelins hare done is known 
ta tbe world, and.it is also, known that 


men acted as the convoy for the dia- 
monds and was familiarly 
known as 
the "skipper." 
All of them are said to 
be Austrian citizens. 
Back of the smuggling plot lies the 
condition in the diamond market pro- 
duced by the war that makes the risk 
profitable. 
In past years the German 
government has had, its own supply of 
diamonds from mines in East Africa, 
and the Berlin merchants had accumu- 
lated a good sized reserve when the 
war broke out. 
After the German occupation of 
Bel-glu- 
the diamond 
cutters 
were 
or- 
dered back to work under penalty of 
imprisonment. 
They 
received 
only 
about a fifih of the standard wage for 
their work, which allowed the cut dia- 
monds to be produced at a greatly 
de- 
creased expense. This cheapened labor 
made it possible for the Antwerp man- 
ufacturers to produce cut stones at an 
average of 30 per cent less than Am- 
sterdam could. 
Then the attempt was 
made to get these cut stones to Amer- 
ica, where they could 
be sold at the 
market price and yet yield an enormous 
profit.

Gontiscate 


a Parcel Post Package. 


ON WAY TO UNITED STATES 


Gems 
Can 
Be Cut 
More Cheaply

Belgium,

Been Sent to This Country Without 
Payment 
of Duty 
New 
York 
Men 
Involved 
In Scheme. 


Extensive 
diamond smuggling plots 
by which diamonds 
estimated 
to be 
worth 
$3,000,000 have 
been brought 
into New York by parcel post without 
the payment of duty in the last six 
months were revealed by a man famil- 
iar with the diamond business of Ant- 
werp, the base of the conspiracy. 
This 
wholesale smuggling of gems 
has been ended by the recent seizure 
of the last parcel of diamonds sent to 
this country. . A British cruiser on pa- 
trol duty in the North sea stopped a 
passenger boat bound from Rotterdam 
to 
Copenhagen, 
examined 
the 
mail 
aboard and confiscated the particular 
package in which diamonds to the value 
of $480,000 were concealed. 
The man who had mailed the dia- 
monds at Amsterdam 
was on board, 
the parcel being consigned to him at 
New York. 
What he 6aid when he saw 
the 
British "naval 
officer going 
over- 
board with the diamonds tucked under 
his arm is not recorded, but he contin- 
ued on his way to New York and 
re- 
ported the loss to the four firms and 
three individuals who owned the 
dia- 
monds. 
Cloth 
Hides 
Presence 
of 
Gems. 
The smuggling plot was cleverly exe- 
cuted. 
Several Antwerp dealers made 
up a packet of diamonds which were 
Intrusted to a man who carried them to 
Amsterdam. 
There he hid the jewels 
In an innocent piece of goods which he 
addressed to himself at New York or 
to a confederate: 
The package 
was 
then mailed in the parcel post at Am 
sterdam. 
By a ruse the United States customs 
were defeated, for when the package 
was opened at New York to see if it 
contained 
anything 
dutiable 
or 
sus- 
picious 
the customs 
inspectors gazed 
upon a book, a round Dutch cheese or 
some equally ordinary 
shipment, but 
no sign of a diamond. 
Four New Yorkers had a stake in the 
plot. 
Three of them do business in a 
building noted in the diamond trade as 
the home of shady dealers.

Arthur Balfour 
said

house of commons that England 
was 
building rigid dirigibles to meet the sit- 
uation imposed by the Zeppeiin raids. 
"The ascent of aeroplanes at night to 
search 
for and attack Zeppelins has 
proved most dangerous. 
I Numbers of 
aviators have been killecL.in England. 
France 
and 
Russia in making 
night 
landings. 
Moreover when the 
aero- 
planes appear the Zeppelins rise to a 
great height and compel the planes to 
exhaust their fuel in climbing after 
them. 
The Zeppelin jumps to 10,000 or 
12,000 
feet, subjects the aeroplane to 
machine gun fire, then speeds away. 
"These raids have convinced the al 
lies that the aeroplane as a weapon of 
defense is a failure and that not much 
trust could be reposed in the 
anti-ai- r 
craft guns. It is a mere potshot if a 
Zeppelin is hit. 
The chances in the 
gunner's favor are about as great as If 
he were playing roulette. 
Besides, the 
shrapnel 
fired 
from 
these 
guns 
has 
killed people when it fell back to earth, 
as I predicted it would. 
"The Zepielins are not yet firing tor- 
pedoes, but they will be doing so if the 
war lasts another year. Something sim- 
ilar to the Whitehead torpedo is being

works.

bomb 
dropped from an altitude of 2,500 feet 
to reach the earth.

French Flier Drops Under His Foe and 
Lets Go With Machine Gun. 


Details of an aerial duel in which 
a Qerman aeroplane was brought down 
Into the sea off the Belgian coast are 
given by the French aviator who per- 
formed the feat. 
"Although it was very cold on that 
Sunday morning," said the aviator, "I 
set out in an aeroplane, having with 
me as observer Second Lieutenant 
M., 
Justly recognized as one of our best 
marksmen. 
Regardless 
of the 
cold 
wind, "we flew at a high speed. 
"As 
we 
approached 
the 
Dlxmude-Ypre- s 
sector 
my 
attention 
was 
at- 
tracted to a German aeroplane of the 
Albatross type. 
I made for it with all 
haste, 
but seeing himself discovered 
the German aviator turned about and 
beaded toward the sea." 
The two machines were soon engag- 
ed high above the sea, each using its 
machine gun. 
Describing his maneu- 
vers during the duel, the aviator con- 
tinued: 
"I flew straight for a hundred yards 
and then dropped thirty yards under 
the Albatross, 
manipulating 
my 
ma- 
chine so that the speed conformed to 
that of the German. 
"My observer had prepared 
to fire 
on our adversary 
when bullets from 
the Albatross whizzed past our heads. 
I made another 
defensive 
movement 
a little to the right 
Just theu my 
ob- 
server let go fifty cartridges. 
"The effect was immediate. 
I had 
Just time to move out of the way when 
the Albatross gave a lunse. 
"At 
this 
moment 
we 
were 
4.200 
yards up, nearly two and a half miles 
German 
anti-ai- r 
craft fiuns which hud 
previously fired at us again sought our 
machine with their fire, but 
1 hud oth- 
er things to think of than shrapnel 
namely, whether the German machine 
was yet effective and would put us out 
of action If we flew a little higher. 
"We were much relieved to see the 
Albatross fall yet more speedily, until 
finally 
It dropped into the sea. 
"An hour larer my observer with an- 
other pilot. Captain X., went back to 
the scene and succeeded in procuring 
a good photograph of the wrecked 
Al- 
batross."

itscher wrote a book about the United 
States a fw years ago that was full of 
uncomplimentary 
things, 
but in this 
case he is of the opinion that European 
school reformers have made a mistake 
in Ignoring the new American educa 
tional methods. 
Concerning 
them 
he 
writes: 
"This 
modern 
conception 
of 
the 
teaching of history lays particular em 
phasis 
not on 
wars 
aud changes 
of 
boundaries, but on inventions aud dls 
coreries which constitute true human 
progress. 
It deals 
more with names 
like 
Prometheus. 
Galen 
and 
Ehrlich 
than 
with 
Nebuchadnezzar 
or 
the 
Grand Duke Nicholas. 
In a historical 
ball of fame of the human race, fur 
nlshed according 
to this scheme, the 
great benefactors 
of the human race 
would have life size portraits, whereas 
there would be only miniatures of those 
kings and generals 
with whose deeds 
teachers of history have hitherto con 
cerned themselves." 
School children, he continues, should 
be encouraged to develop inventive ten 
dencies. which are quite as worth while 
as admiration 
for traditional human 
"greatness." 
."This 
w-a-r 
has shown." 
says Hollt 
scher, "what tremendous progress tech-- . 
nical knowledge has made and that it 
may advance 
so greatly 
as to make 
war Impossible. 
Why should we not 
raise the children of the future to be

Mushroom Town Which Recent- 


ly Burned Grew Up Over Night.

No boom town of the western mining 
days ever had a more sudden growth 
than Hopewell, Va., which mushroom- 
ed in a few months from a quiet ham- 
let on a Virginian plain to a roaring, 
scraggly, 
money mad city of 30,000. 
and kept growing every day. 
It was 
wholly a product of the war, where 
fortunes were made 
In the carefully 
guarded mills. Since it burned the oth- 
er day practically 
nothing remains. 


Narrow streets, 
filled 
all day 
with 
jostling 
men 
and 
bouncing 
jitneys, 
lined with one and two story shacks 
of wood and corrugated iron, which at 
night shone with a multitude of lights 
and buzzed wiih the raucous music of 
dance halls and saloons. where pistol 
shots 
rang 
out 
unheeded, 
and 
any 
small happeuing might turn into a riot 
that is, or was, Hopewell, the "bad 
boy of Prince George county." 
Until 
early 
in this year Ilopewell 
was a mere siding on the Norfolk and 
Western 
railway, 
where was a small 
plant for making guncotton, 
but with 
the coming of great orders for 
muni- 
tions factory buildings sprang up like 
magic, and men flocked there by the 
thousands 
in answer to the demand 
for labor. 
A man couldn't stay out of 
work in Ilopewell unless he wanted to. 
Factory 
Employs 
18,000. 
The three factories 
two for making 
guncotton and one for acid 
making-ne- w 
stretch over 
1G7 acres of ground 
and employ about 18,000 men, working 
In three eight hour shifts every day In 
the week. 
And there are perhaps 5,000 
more who come to reap the harvest of
